It is 
stated on good authority that before 
the end of the week those of the plants 
that have been operating on single 
turn would run with full force and for 
the usual three full turns each day. 
Men enough have been secured for this 
purpose, the officials say, in spite of

gers of the various mills say they will 
be ready with all the skilled men re­ 
quired to start up the machinery and 
turn out a heavy tonnage. 
The most interesting situation is the 
Star mill of the American Tin Plate 
company here. 
This plant was until 
this summer considered as doomed. 
The company had, it is said, decided 
to abandon the mill and move the ma­ 
chinery elsewhere. 
Since the strike 
has come on them and it was demon­ 
strated that the operation of the mill 
with non-union men was possible un­ 
der the protection of a well equipped 
police force, the officials decided to 
keep this mill, make extensive im­ 
provements in its equfpnient, and make 
it a permanent fixture of the company.

crime, 12 miles distant aud there he 
was burned at the stake. 
The negro made no outcry nt any 
time and died as stolidly as a stoic.

admitted tile killing of Mrs. Williams. 
'I here were no disorderly scenes about 
the burning body. 
At least 6000 peoplo 
witnessed tho horrible fate of the negro.
